As  part  of  the 
test  the  state  needs  to  be  able  to  consume  a  batch  file  of  N*  Messages  (in  their  test  environment)  that  are 
created  in  AMIE  format  for  states  when  another  state  performs  an  initial  load  or  mass  delete.  When  we  do 
an  initial  load  or  mass  delete  the  number  of  N*  messages  that  get  generated  are  too  many  to  send  out 
online  so  we  create  batch  files  and  the  online  states  have  to  be  able  to  consume  those  messages. 

So  the  file  that  AK  needs  to  process  is  for  the  testing  where  we  are  simulating  an  initial  load  has  occurred

If  the  customer  has  the  title  and  they  are  no  longer  making  payments  (the  lien  has  been  satisfied  and  released  w 
stamp/signature  on  the  title)  they  are  required  to  re-title  the  vehicle  in  AK  if  they  want  to  register  in  AK.  NTI  is  not  an 
option  when  the  customer  has  the  title  and  there  is  no  longer  a  lien/loan. 

If  they  are  still  making  payments  on  the  vehicle  but  have  the  title  (a  few  states  allow  this)  an  NTI  would  be  processed  in 
most  cases.  Some  lien  holders  will  require  that  the  vehicle  be  retitled  with  their  lien  recorded  when  their  customer 
moves  to  a  new  state.  Most  customers,  hang  onto  the  out  of  state  title  until  they  receive  a  letter  releasing  the  lien;  then 
re-title  the  vehicle  in  AK.

Howdy  Debra, 


Could  you  take  a  look  at  this  spreadsheet  for  "Batch  Initial  Load"  testing  and  confirm  whether  some  of  the 
values  I'm  seeing  are  conflicting?  We're  looking  at  the  sheet  "Detail  Test  Cases".  For  the  column  "Title  Status", 
values  ending  in  "History"  or  "Current"  are  referring  to  whether  multiple  Alaska  titles  have  been  issued  for  the 
vehicle  (History  if  so,  Current  if  not).  All  vehicle  style  and  class  codes  are  represented  because  part  of  the  test  is 
making  sure  only  NMVTIS  type  vehicles  are  included  in  any  initial  load  /  disaster  recovery. 


It  seems  like  NMVTIS  chose  random  values  for  each  column.  I'm  fairly  certain  there  are  some 
combinations  that  don't  make  sense,  but  I  wanted  to  run  them  by  you  first  to  confirm. 


Is  "No  Alaska  Title"  applicable  to  vehicles  that  don't  fall  under  the  ATV  /  Snow  machine  umbrella?  Can 
nearly  any  vehicle  be  registered  without  being  titled  in  Alaska? 

Answer: 

Any  vehicle  type  that  is  titled  in  Alaska  can  be  processed  as  an  NTI  (No  Alaska  Title)  on  a  function  4.  This  is 
common  when  customers  come  from  other  states  with  vehicles  with  liens  on  them.  The  bank  holds  onto  the 
title  until  the  lien  is  paid  off  because  the  state  of  Alaska  does  not  require  that  the  vehicle  be  re-titled  in  Alaska

until  the  loan  is  satisfied.  In  this  scenario,  the  customers  out  of  state  registration  would  be  their  proof  of 
ownership. 

If  most  vehicles  can  be  registered  without  being  titled  in  Alaska,  would  it  make  sense  for  Alaska  to 
brand  a  record  it  hasn't  titled  as  reconstructed?  (See  test  case  021  regarding  an  Ambulance). 

Answer: 

This  does  not  happen  very  often  but  if  a  customer  comes  to  Alaska  with  a  vehicle  that  they  are  still  making 
payments  on  that  has  been  retitled  in  another  state  as  a  reconstructed  vehicle,  we  would  process  an  NTI 
function  and  record  the  REC  model.  This  ensures  that  when  the  lien  is  paid  off  and  we  go  to  process  an  Alaska 
title  for  the  vehicle,  a  reconstructed  title  will  be  issued.  I  am  not  sure  if  that  constitutes  "branding"  the  record 
because  no  title  is  being  issued  but  it  is  recorded  in  ALVIN  as  such.

This  MODIFICATION  2  to  the  CSTIMS  AGREEMENT  (Modification  2)  is  effective  as  of 

_ ,  2017,  by  and  between  AMERICAN  ASSOCIATION  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLE 

ADMINISTRATORS,  a  District  of  Columbia  nonprofit  corporation  (AAMVA),  4401  Wilson  Boulevard, 
Suite  700,  Arlington,  VA  22203  and  the  State  of  Alaska,  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  (“Jurisdiction”). 

Preliminary  Statement 

AAMVA  and  Jurisdiction  (collectively,  the  “Parties”)  entered  into  a  CSTIMS  Agreement  (Agreement)  as 
of  October  15,  2015  for  the  purpose  of  managing  information  and  records  related  to  the  skills  test  portion 
of  the  Commercial  Driver  License  (CDL)  program  operated  under  the  oversight  of  the  Federal  Motor 
Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA).  The  Parties  entered  into  Modification  1  of  the  Agreement 
effective  on  October  1,  2016. 


Agreements 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Parties  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

1 .  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  this  Modification  2,  all  capitalized  terms  in  this  Modification  2  shall 
have  the  same  meaning  as  ascribed  to  such  terms  in  the  Agreement. 

2.  The  Parties  agree  to  amend  the  provisions  of  Section  3.  Term  of  the  Agreement,  to  extend  the 
termination  date  of  the  Agreement  to  September  30,  2018  unless  mutually  extended  or  until  sooner 
terminated  by  Jurisdiction  or  AAMVA  as  provided  in  the  Agreement. 

3.  The  Parties  agree  to  insert  a  new  Section  7A  which  states: 

“7 A.  Integration  with  Tablet  Solutions.  The  following  shall  apply  to  Jurisdiction  interfacing  tablet 
solutions  with  CSTIMS,  either  internally,  or  through  a  tablet  solution  vendor: 

a.  The  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  a  formal  certification  testing  by  AAMVA, 
based  on  a  structured  test  plan  provided  by  AAMVA,  of  the  tablet  solution  is  required  prior  to 
implementation  in  production. 

b.  The  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  any  changes  to  the  business  rules  governing  its 
CDL  testing  program  may  require  modification  of  the  tablet  solution,  and  will  require  re¬ 
certification,  by  AAMVA,  of  the  integration  prior  to  implementation  in  production. 

c.  Should  the  Jurisdiction  rely  on  a  tablet  solution  vendor,  the  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and 
agrees  not  to  provide  access  to  CSTIMS  to  such  vendor,  and  to  implement  contract 
requirements  with  such  vendors  to  protect  the  confidentiality  of  the  CSTIMS  data.” 

4.  Except  as  expressly  provided  in  this  Modification  2,  all  provisions  of  the  Agreement,  as  amended  by 
Modification  1 ,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

ADMINISTRATORS,  a  District  of  Columbia  nonprofit  corporation  (AAMVA),  4401  Wilson  Boulevard, 
Suite  700,  Arlington,  VA  22203  and  the  State  of  Alaska,  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  (“Jurisdiction”). 

Preliminary  Statement 

AAMVA  and  Jurisdiction  (collectively,  the  “Parties”)  entered  into  a  CSTIMS  Agreement  (Agreement)  as 
of  October  15,  2015  for  the  purpose  of  managing  information  and  records  related  to  the  skills  test  portion 
of  the  Commercial  Driver  License  (CDL)  program  operated  under  the  oversight  of  the  Federal  Motor 
Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA).  The  Parties  entered  into  Modification  I  of  the  Agreement 
effective  on  October  1,  2016. 


Agreements 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Parties  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

1 .  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  this  Modification  2,  all  capitalized  terms  in  this  Modification  2  shall 
have  the  same  meaning  as  ascribed  to  such  terms  in  the  Agreement. 

2.  The  Parties  agree  to  amend  the  provisions  of  Section  3.  Term  of  the  Agreement,  to  extend  the 
termination  date  of  the  Agreement  to  September  30, 2018  unless  mutually  extended  or  until  sooner 
terminated  by  Jurisdiction  or  AAMVA  as  provided  in  the  Agreement. 

3.  The  Parties  agree  to  insert  a  new  Section  7A  which  states: 

“7A.  Integration  with  Tablet  Solutions.  The  following  shall  apply  to  Jurisdiction  interfacing  tablet 
solutions  with  CSTIMS,  either  internally,  or  through  a  tablet  solution  vendor: 

a.  The  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  a  formal  certification  testing  by  AAMVA, 
based  on  a  structured  test  plan  provided  by  AAMVA,  of  the  tablet  solution  is  required  prior  to 
implementation  in  production. 

b.  The  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  any  changes  to  the  business  rules  governing  its 
CDL  testing  program  may  require  modification  of  the  tablet  solution,  and  will  require  re¬ 
certification,  by  AAMVA,  of  the  integration  prior  to  implementation  in  production. 

c.  Should  the  Jurisdiction  rely  on  a  tablet  solution  vendor,  the  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and 
agrees  not  to  provide  access  to  CSTIMS  to  such  vendor,  and  to  implement  contract 
requirements  with  such  vendors  to  protect  the  confidentiality  of  the  CSTIMS  data.” 

4.  Except  as  expressly  provided  in  this  Modification  2,  all  provisions  of  the  Agreement,  as  amended  by 
Modification  1,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

When  reading  the  CFR  on  airbrakes,  we  could  not  find  information  on  a  vehicle  equipped  with 
airbrakes,  regardless  of  the  GVWR,  if  a  CDL  is  required. 

In  the  past,  the  Alaska  DMV  instructed  employees  that  vehicles  equipped  with  airbrakes,  regardless  of 
the  weight,  require  a  CDL. 

Upon  our  research,  it  seems  the  airbrake  requirement  to  obtain  a  CDL  varies  from  state  to  state.  What 
is  the  guidance  on  a  vehicle  equipped  with  airbrakes  regardless  of  the  weight? 

If  a  CDL  is  not  required,  should  a  restriction  be  placed  on  a  non-commercial  license?  Also,  as  a  safety 
issue,  how  can  we  be  sure  a  driver  can  operate  an  airbrake  equipped  vehicle  without  obtaining  a  CDL?

October  1, 2016  -  September  30,  2017 

In  fiscal  year  2017,  AAMVA  supported  its  members  by  providing  critical 
information,  valuable  resources  and  solutions,  and  various  sharing  and  learning 
opportunities.  Our  member-led  3  Standing  Committees  and 
18  Working  Groups  tackled  topics  such  as  autonomous  vehicles,  disabled  parking 
placard  fraud,  e-odometer,  internet  vehicle  sales,  motor  carrier  issues,  and 
verification  systems.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here. 


DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation's  Office  of  the  Secretary  has 
announced  its  intention  to  withdraw  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM) 
issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.

DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in

certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the

required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.

DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation's  Office  of  the  Secretary  has 
announced  its  intention  to  withdraw  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM) 
issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here. 


DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation's  Office  of  the  Secretary  has 
announced  its  intention  to  withdraw  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM) 
issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here. 


DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule

issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here. 


DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation's  Office  of  the  Secretary  has 
announced  its  intention  to  withdraw  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM) 
issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in

certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here. 


DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation's  Office  of  the  Secretary  has 
announced  its  intention  to  withdraw  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM) 
issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here. 


DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation's  Office  of  the  Secretary  has 
announced  its  intention  to  withdraw  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM) 
issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

U.S.  Senate  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
Committee  Advances  Autonomous  Vehicles  Legislation 

The  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation 
advanced  by  voice  vote  an  amended  version  of  its  autonomous  vehicles 
legislation,  the  American  Vision  for  Safer  Transportation  through  Advancement  of 
Revolutionary  Technologies  (AV  START)  Act  (S.  1885).  While  legislative  counsel 
has  not  yet  released  the  revised  bill  in  its  entirety,  the  Committee  modified  the 
Senate's  introduced  version  by  considering  a  large  series  of  amendments  as 
described  on  the  Committee  website.  Most  important  among  these  considerations 
is  the  Nelson  1  amendment  which  modified  prior  preemption  language.  That 
amendment  reverts  previous  placeholder  language  to  align  with  the  Senate's 
concept  of  preemption  -  with  modifications  that  limit  aspects  of  preemption  to  the 
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required  submission  of  a  safety  evaluation  report.  This  amendment  replaces  the 
House  preemption  language  which  described  both  the  limits  of  preemption  by 
function  and  simultaneously  provided  broad  preemption  of  state  authorities  around 
the  "construction,  design  and  performance"  of  autonomous  vehicles.  Once 
legislative  counsel  provides  a  copy  of  the  amended  substitute  legislation  that  was 
advanced  by  the  Committee,  AAMVA  will  provide  further  information  on  the 
legislation.  The  legislation  is  now  on  track  for  consideration  by  the  full  Senate.  The 
hearing,  which  includes  other  executive  business  of  the  Committee  is  available 
here. 


DOT  Rescinds  Geographic-Based  Hiring  Preferences  in 
Administering  Federal  Awards  Proposed  Rule 

The  United  States  Department  of  Transportation's  Office  of  the  Secretary  has 
announced  its  intention  to  withdraw  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM) 
issued  on  March  6,  that  proposed  to  amend  its  regulations  implementing  the 
Government-wide  Uniform  Administrative  Requirements,  Cost  Principles,  and 
Audit  Requirements  for  Federal  Awards  to  permit  recipients  and  subrecipients  of 
certain  DOT  funds  to  impose  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  whenever  not 
otherwise  prohibited  by  Federal  law.  The  Department  is  withdrawing  this  NPRM 
because,  after  review  of  all  comments,  the  Department  has  determined  that 
promulgating  a  provision  to  allow  geographic-based  hiring  preferences  is  not 
practicable  for  the  efficient  and  cost-effective  delivery  of  projects.  Additionally,  this 
notice  rescinds  two  related  pilot  programs,  Innovative  Contracting  and  FHWA  HUD 
Livability  Local  Hire  Initiative.

This  MODIFICATION  2  to  the  CSTIMS  AGREEMENT  (Modification  2)  is  effective  as  of 
October  1  2017,  by  and  between  AMERICAN  ASSOCIATION  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLE 

ADMINISTRATORS,  a  District  of  Columbia  nonprofit  corporation  (AAMVA),  4401  Wilson  Boulevard, 
Suite  700,  Arlington,  VA  22203  and  the  State  of  Alaska,  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  (“Jurisdiction”). 

Preliminary  Statement 

AAMVA  and  Jurisdiction  (collectively,  the  “Parties”)  entered  into  a  CSTIMS  Agreement  (Agreement)  as 
of  October  15, 2015  for  the  purpose  of  managing  information  and  records  related  to  the  skills  test  portion 
of  the  Commercial  Driver  License  (CDL)  program  operated  under  the  oversight  of  the  Federal  Motor 
Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA).  The  Parties  entered  into  Modification  1  of  the  Agreement 
effective  on  October  1,  2016. 


Agreements 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  Parties  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

1 .  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  this  Modification  2,  all  capitalized  terms  in  this  Modification  2  shall 
have  the  same  meaning  as  ascribed  to  such  terms  in  the  Agreement. 

2.  The  Parties  agree  to  amend  the  provisions  of  Section  3.  Term  of  the  Agreement,  to  extend  the 
termination  date  of  the  Agreement  to  September  30, 2018  unless  mutually  extended  or  until  sooner 
terminated  by  Jurisdiction  or  AAMVA  as  provided  in  the  Agreement. 

3 .  The  Parties  agree  to  insert  a  new  Section  7A  which  states: 

“7A.  Integration  with  Tablet  Solutions.  The  following  shall  apply  to  Jurisdiction  interfacing  tablet 
solutions  with  CSTIMS,  either  internally,  or  through  a  tablet  solution  vendor: 

a.  The  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  a  formal  certification  testing  by  AAMVA, 
based  on  a  structured  test  plan  provided  by  AAMVA,  of  the  tablet  solution  is  required  prior  to 
implementation  in  production. 

b.  The  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  any  changes  to  the  business  rules  governing  its 
CDL  testing  program  may  require  modification  of  the  tablet  solution,  and  will  require  re¬ 
certification,  by  AAMVA,  of  the  integration  prior  to  implementation  in  production. 

c.  Should  the  Jurisdiction  rely  on  a  tablet  solution  vendor,  the  Jurisdiction  acknowledges  and 
agrees  not  to  provide  access  to  CSTIMS  to  such  vendor,  and  to  implement  contract 
requirements  with  such  vendors  to  protect  the  confidentiality  of  the  CSTIMS  data.” 

4.  Except  as  expressly  provided  in  this  Modification  2,  all  provisions  of  the  Agreement,  as  amended  by 
Modification  I,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

Hello  Susan  and  Amir, 

I'd  like  to  discuss  the  batch  load  test  plan. 

Before  I  get  into  any  issues  with  the  test  cases  themselves,  I've  made  a  modification  to  the  spreadsheet  I'm  hoping  we 
can  agree  to  adopt.  The  dual-purpose  nature  of  the  "Title  Status"  column  is  confusing.  My  understanding  is  that  the 
primary  purpose  of  this  column  is  to  designate  which  titling  and/or  registration  event  last  occurred  on  the  record.  It's 
also  been  given  the  responsibility  of  designating  whether  the  record  should  have  previous  titles.  I've  split  this  column  in 
two,  with  the  latter  responsibility  being  handed  off  to  the  new  "Has  History"  column.  You  can  find  the  original 
column/values  and  the  formulas  used  to  create  these  replacement  columns  on  the  far  right  side  of  the  spreadsheet 
starting  with  column  "Z". 

While  we're  on  the  topic,  I'd  like  to  first  address  test  case  184  which  I've  highlighted  on  the  attached  spreadsheet  in 
yellow.  This  test  case  has  a  "Title  Status"  value  of  "Title  Only  -  history"  and  is  the  only  "Title  Only"  or  "Title  & 
Registration"  test  case  that  mentions  "history"  and  does  not  have  an  asterisk.  As  per  the  spreadsheet,  an  asterisk 
signifies:  "These  records  will  be  set  up  with  a  current  record  and  at  least  one  history  record.  The  current  record  will  be 
reported.  In  these  cases,  the  Reg  Status  refers  to  the  registration  status  of  the  current  record."  Is  the  lack  of  the  asterisk 
intentional?  When  we  brought  this  question  up  previously,  we  were  directed  to  the  "Title  Status  Map".  However,  the 
terms  "Current"  and  "History"  seemed  to  be  used  in  a  different  manner  on  this  sheet.  On  this  sheet  "Current"  applies  to 
records  with  a  current/active  title,  while  "History"  applies  to  records  without  a  current/active  title.  Having  multiple 
records  does  not  factor  into  these  definitions.  If  the  lack  of  an  asterisk  is  intentional,  we  can  create  a  record  with  a  single 
inactive  title.  Otherwise  we  can  supply  a  record  with  a  single  active  title  and  one  or  more  inactive  titles  like  we're  doing 
for  all  records  with  an  asterisk.  This  was  not  intentional,  I  will  put  the  asterisk.

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Moving  on  to  the  next  issue.  Any  "Title  &  Registration"  or  "Title  Only"  titling  transaction  that  occurs  using  a  "Salvage 
Certificate"  as  "Proof  of  Ownership"  should  result  in  Alaska  issuing  a  reconstructed  brand.  The  same  would  also  be  true 
of  any  titling  transaction  that  occurs  on  a  record  after  it  has  been  marked  junk,  although  the  existence  of  such  a  record 
alone  would  not  qualify  as  proof  of  ownership  as  Debra  notes  below  (I've  highlighted  it  yellow,  four  e-mails  or  so  back). 
As  such  all  test  cases  with  a  Proof  of  Ownership  of  "Record  w/  junked  flag"  should  be  changed.  If  the  test  case  expects 
the  record  to  already  exist  in  Alaska's  system  with  a  junked  record  that  can  reflected  using  a  "Has  History"  value  of 
"YES*"  and  a  "Proof  of  Ownership"  value  of  "Salvage  Certificate".  Furthermore,  all  "Title  &  Registration"  or  "Title  Only" 
test  cases  where  "Proof  of  Ownership"  has  a  value  of  "Salvage  Certificate"  after  that  change  has  been  made  should  be 
updated  such  that  "State  Brand"  has  a  value  of  "REC  -  Reconstructed".  Alternatively,  the  proof  of  ownership  on  any  such 
test  case  can  be  changed  to  Title  which  would  remove  the  necessity  for  a  brand  and  also  simply  creation  of  the  test  case 
significantly. 

Wouldn't  Salvage  Certificate  be  considered  as  a  vehicle  that  is  wrecked  or  Dismantled  instead  of  Reconstructed?  We 
are  expecting  brand  code  of  11  for  test  scenarios  with  salvage  certificate. 

The  Record  W/Junk  Flag  doesn't  have  to  be  proof  of  ownership,  we  are  just  using  that  to  ensure  that  we  have  test 
scenario's  that  cover  titles  that  have  been  flagged  as  Junk.  You  can  have  in  your  database  proof  of  ownership  to  be 
whatever  is  suitable  for  such  records,  we  just  want  to  make  sure  they  are  marked  with  the  Junk  Flag  for  those  specific 
test  cases.

If  the  customer  has  the  title  and  they  are  no  longer  making  payments  (the  lien  has  been  satisfied  and  released  w 
stamp/signature  on  the  title)  they  are  required  to  re-title  the  vehicle  in  AK  if  they  want  to  register  in  AK.  NTI  is  not  an 
option  when  the  customer  has  the  title  and  there  is  no  longer  a  lien/loan. 

If  they  are  still  making  payments  on  the  vehicle  but  have  the  title  (a  few  states  allow  this)  an  NTI  would  be  processed  in 
most  cases.  Some  lien  holders  will  require  that  the  vehicle  be  retitled  with  their  lien  recorded  when  their  customer 
moves  to  a  new  state.  Most  customers,  hang  onto  the  out  of  state  title  until  they  receive  a  letter  releasing  the  lien;  then 
re-title  the  vehicle  in  AK.

Could  you  take  a  look  at  this  spreadsheet  for  "Batch  Initial  Load"  testing  and  confirm  whether  some  of  the 
values  I'm  seeing  are  conflicting?  We're  looking  at  the  sheet  "Detail  Test  Cases".  For  the  column  "Title  Status", 
values  ending  in  "History"  or  "Current"  are  referring  to  whether  multiple  Alaska  titles  have  been  issued  for  the 
vehicle  (History  if  so,  Current  if  not).  All  vehicle  style  and  class  codes  are  represented  because  part  of  the  test  is 
making  sure  only  NMVTIS  type  vehicles  are  included  in  any  initial  load  /  disaster  recovery. 


It  seems  like  NMVTIS  chose  random  values  for  each  column.  I'm  fairly  certain  there  are  some 
combinations  that  don't  make  sense,  but  I  wanted  to  run  them  by  you  first  to  confirm. 

•  Do  the  four  values  for  "Proof  of  Ownership"  make  sense:  "Title",  "Registration  only",  "Salvage 
Certificate",  and  "Record  w/  Junk  flag"?  -

A  vehicle  record  is  not

If  "Record  w/  Junk  flag"  is  a  valid  Proof  of  Ownership,  titling  (and  usually  registering)  the  vehicle  as 
reconstructed  would  be  the  only  valid  transaction,  right?  (Such  that  any  transaction  that  began  with  a 
"Record  w/  Junk  flag"  should  end  with  a  reconstructed  brand.) 

o  What  about  for  "Salvage  Certificate"? 

Answer: 

A  record  w  Junked  message  on  it  would  only  result  in  a  Reconstructed  title  in  Alaska.  A  Salvage  Certificate  from 
another  state  would  have  the  same  outcome,  an  Alaska  Reconstructed  title. 


Is  "No  Alaska  Title"  applicable  to  vehicles  that  don't  fall  under  the  ATV  /  Snow  machine  umbrella?  Can 
nearly  any  vehicle  be  registered  without  being  titled  in  Alaska? 

Answer: 

Any  vehicle  type  that  is  titled  in  Alaska  can  be  processed  as  an  NTI  (No  Alaska  Title)  on  a  function  4.  This  is 
common  when  customers  come  from  other  states  with  vehicles  with  liens  on  them.  The  bank  holds  onto  the 
title  until  the  lien  is  paid  off  because  the  state  of  Alaska  does  not  require  that  the  vehicle  be  re-titled  in  Alaska 
until  the  loan  is  satisfied.  In  this  scenario,  the  customers  out  of  state  registration  would  be  their  proof  of 
ownership. 

If  most  vehicles  can  be  registered  without  being  titled  in  Alaska,  would  it  make  sense  for  Alaska  to 
brand  a  record  it  hasn't  titled  as  reconstructed?  (See  test  case  021  regarding  an  Ambulance). 

Answer: 

This  does  not  happen  very  often  but  if  a  customer  comes  to  Alaska  with  a  vehicle  that  they  are  still  making 
payments  on  that  has  been  retitled  in  another  state  as  a  reconstructed  vehicle,  we  would  process  an  NTI 
function  and  record  the  REC  model.  This  ensures  that  when  the  lien  is  paid  off  and  we  go  to  process  an  Alaska 
title  for  the  vehicle,  a  reconstructed  title  will  be  issued.  I  am  not  sure  if  that  constitutes  "branding"  the  record 
because  no  title  is  being  issued  but  it  is  recorded  in  ALVIN  as  such.
